Credibility, industrial land the key 


Ayotte’s annexation compromise fails

A move to thwart Ed- 
monton’s annexation lions by 
having St. Albert pull out of 
its annexation bid failed at 
Tuesday night’s City Council 
meeting, as council voted 6-1 
against it. 

Alderman Roger Ayotte 
couldn't convince council 
that withdrawing its appli- 
cation to annex 5,000 acres 
south and east of the city 
would be a fine way of 
showing ‘‘both the Local 
Authorities Board (LAB) and 
the provincial government 
that St. Albert is indeed 
prepared to make concess- 
ions in the interests of good 


planning in the greater 
Edmonton regional area."’ 

Mr. Ayotte noted that both 
Edmonton and the Municipal 
District of Sturgeon have 
opposed the annexation app- 
lication so a decision by St. 
Albert to withdraw would be 
popular. It'd also give the 
L.A.B. and the province 
‘‘room to maneuvre"’ in 
the upcoming Edmonton 
annexation hearings, he 
said. 

‘But this threatens coun- 
cil’s credibility,"’ argued Al- 
derman Rod Throndson. 
“This (annexation applica- 
tion) has gone on for two 
years. Now, when all the 


hearings are over are we 
going to say, ‘Sorry, we 
changed our mind’? The last 
tuing we need is to have our 
credibility challenged at this 
time.”’ 

Medinet Barry Breadner 
added that Mr. Ayotte was 
wrong in assuming the city 
has enough industrial land 
for 25 to 40 more years, ‘‘We 
need the potential industrial 
development that this ann- 
exation proposal suggests.”’ 

Mr. Breadner noted that in 
the last one and one-half 
years, the city’s industrial 
land has been occupied much 
faster than anyone had 
expected. ‘‘Our consumption 


rate, at least in the short 
term, has been twice what 
we forecast.’* 

To throw away the chance 
to acquire more industrial 
land, he concluded, destroy- 
ed any opportunity for the 
city to build up a better 
residential-industrial tax 
base. 

Another alderman, Mar- 
garet Smith, reminded Mr. 
Ayotte that a local plebiscite 
has already endorsed the 
city’s efforts to annex the 
land. ‘‘And I don’t think a 
municipality of this size,’’ 
added Alderman Bill Shields, 
“can ignore plebiscites un- 
like some communities a few 


kilometres to the south.’’ 

In arguing for the annex- 
ation withdrawal (except for 
a smali, 200-acre area south 
of Riel Industrial Park and 
west of the CNR tracks) Mr. 
Ayotte said much of the 
industrial growth that St. 
Albert had planned for the 
region could be transferred 
to the southwest. That is 
marginal land where indus- 
try should be located, he 
said, rather than on good 
farm land to the east. 

However, Mr. Breadner 
said this wouldn't be a 
suitable alternative because 
it wasn't large enough and 
didn’t have nearly as good a 


railway access as the pro- 
posed area. 

In voting against Mr. 
Ayotte's proposal, Mayor 
Ron Harvey said, ‘I don’t 
think it'd make one iota of 
difference with Edmonton if 
we withdraw."’ That city’s 
aims to annex St. Albert 
would be just as strong, he 
said, so ‘‘St. Albert will just 
have to stick it out to the 
bitter end."’ 

“I certainly hope it doesn’t 
come to a bitter end,"’ 
answered Mr. Ayotte. He 
warned the aldermen that, 
“if we continue to move up to 
their doorstep they'll con- 
tinue to move up to ours." 


_ Pocklington buys into CKST

Edmonton businessman, 
sports entrepreneur and mil- 
lionaire Peter Pocklington 
came to an agreement with 
two different factions of St. 
Albert Broadcasting Ltd. to 
buy shares and become the 
majority shareholder, 

Last Friday, Pocklington, 
who owns both the Edmon- 
ton Oilers and the Edmonton 
Drillers, bought 51 per cent 
of the assets of CKST from 
four shareholders. 

Bob Russell, president of 
St. Albert Broadcasting Ltd., 
said of the move, *‘I think it’s 
exciting to the owners and 
the people up at the radio 
station."’ 

Another development oc- 
curred Tuesday when Dick 
Mather agreed to sell his 27 
per cent share to Pockling- 
ton. Mather was general 
manager of the station before 
being fired by the other 
board members in July. 
Several other staff members 
were also fired or handed in 
their resignations. 

The other partners in 
CKST, Russell, Alice Gros- 
coe, Tom Proctor and Dick 
Wheatley, together own ab- 
out 22 per cent of the 
company. Russell said the 
board members will stay the 
same for two years. 

The station went on the air 
in late December of 1978, 
and lost a considerable 
amount of money in the 
months it has been opera- 
ting. Shareholders charged 
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Mather with mismanage- 
ment and fired him, and then 
invited OK Radio Group to 
manage the station. 

OK Radio Group presen- 
ted an offer to the board for 
the purchase of all the assets 
of CKST, then later withdrew 
it. A second offer was made 
by OK, but Russell termed it 
“‘unacceptable’’ to all con- 
cerned. 

The sale of shares to 
Pocklington still have’ tv be 


approved by the Canadian 
Radio-Television | Commis- 
sion, and it is expected the 
matter won't get on the 
CRTC agenda till next 
spring. It is believed the 
amount of the sold shares 
totals about three quarters of 
a million dollars, 

Mather noted his sett- 
lement with Pocklington did 
not fully compensate him for 
his time and effort in 
acquiring and building the 


station, but he did not expect 
to get full value for his efforts 
anyway. 

Mather’s decision to sell 
his shares was based on the 
thought that he would rather 
not fight proceedings any 
further, saying all he wanted 
to do was sever relations with 
the other shareholders. 

He also said, ‘fighting 
was not in the best interests 
of the community of St. 
Albert ... St. Albert deserves 


a first class operation."’ 
Asked whether he was 
surprised that Pocklington 
suddenly came into the 
picture, Mather said, ‘‘I'’m, 
surprised in a way that Mr. 
Pocklington became involv- 
ed, though his name came up 
before.'’ He added that there 
were nine other parties 
interested in purchasing the 
station who would include 
Mather’s involvement; and 
he himself had given what he

termed as ‘‘generous offers"’ 
to his fellow partners for 
their shares. 

Stu Morton, managing 
consultant of OK Radio 
Group, could not be reached

Council tables restaurant complex 


Things aren't golden or 
flowing well for Golden Flow 
Developments after City 
Council refused this week to 
allow them to go ahead with 
plans for a major dining and 
banquet complex along the 
St. Albert Trail. 

Council listened to four 
different submissions Mon- 
day night before deciding 
Tuesday (during the exten- 
sion of the meeting) to reject 
the development proposal for 
now. 

The project, designed to 
connect with Golden Flow’s 
Sleep Inn behind the Touch 
Inn restaurant, will come up 
again after council hears the 
corridor widening study re- 
port expected sometime next 
month, 

The aldermen listened to 
three submissions which 
opposed the plans, two from 
local residests living along 
the ravine behind the Sleep 
Inn and one from H.I. 
Shandling, a lawyer repre- 
senting the Club Mocombo. 

The residents, Jim Nichols 
and John Dunnigan, argued 
that Golden Flow’s present 
construction project, the 
Sleep Inn, is already dama- 
ging the ravine’s natural 
environment. Dirt has fallen 
into it and trees have been 
damaged by nearby con- 
struction. 

‘‘When I bought my prop- 
erty,’’ Mr. Dunnigan said, ‘‘I 
was told I had to stay 25 feet 
away from the ravine in 
building my home."’ He said 
he found it highly unfair that 
this latest project has been 


allowed to construct up to 15 
feet from the ravine, and 
possibly right into the ravine 
if landfill hadn't been used 
to ‘bank up the sides’, 

“*I'm concerned over the 
total concept of this de- 
velopment,’’ said Mr. Nich- 
ols. He noted that when the 
Touch Inn was originally 
built, though Golden Flow 
didn’t own it then, it was 
constructed about 15 feet 
closer to the highway than 
should've been. 

Also, he said, council’s 
wishes to keep the hotel’s 
sign less than 10 feet high

were ignored. Patterns like 
this, he said, led him to 
distrust the whole project. 

Mr, Nichols and Mr. 
Dunnigan also wondered 
where the developer planned 
to locate a rain water catch 
basin that they have pro- 
posed. ‘‘Where can the 
holding basin be but in the 
ravine?’’ Mr. Dunnigan ask- 
ed. ‘‘And if that’s the case I 
will be in with a petition from 
residents along the ravine 
asking for some reduction in 
taxes."’

At Tuesday night's ex- 
tended meeting, the alder- 
men agreed to set up a ‘St.

Trail land acquisition plans surprise businessmen

Three St. Albert Trail 
businessmen were shocked 
to learn this week just how 
much land the city will need 
from them for the proposed 
corridor expansion. 

Paul Belland, owner of St. 
Albert Dodge-Chrysler and 
Power and Sail Marine, 
Walter Baydala, owner of 
the Club Mocombo and Doug 
Tyler, manager of the Mo- 
hawk St. Albert service 
centre, all said they'd met 
with the city’s consultants on 
the project but never knew 
exactly how much property 
would be involved. 

‘*Hey! Man, that’s a lot 
of land,’’ was Mr. Tyler's 
reaction upon learning that 
the city will be out to buy a 
38-foot strip off the front of 
his property, 32 feet of the 
side and 25 feet off the back. 
The land is needed to 
accommodate widening of 
the Trail and a service road 
to the rear and to the north, 
says City Engineer Don 
Corrigan, who also supplied 
the land requirement fig- 
ures. 

Mr. Tyler said he realized 
there is no ‘‘perfect choice’ 
for the city in finding a way 
to widen the highway but ‘I 
think that we will want to 
have a very hard look at this 
thing.”’ 


GOOD CITIZEN? 


“To come right out and 
say ‘no’ may not be the thing 
a good citizen should say,’’ 
he said, but he’s unsure of 
what choices he has. 

Mr. Baydala said he was 
also surprised to learn from 
the Gazette that the city 
wants 52 feet of his frontage 
and 16 feet from his south 
side. He said he'd attended

It's no secret that St. Albert has long outgrown 
its city hall facility. As the population it serves 
grows more numerous, several departments in 
the city government have already spilled out of 
the Sir Winston Churchill Avenue facility into 
other offices at Mission Ridge Shopping 
Centre. Obviously a new building is sorely 
needed. 


City council, of course, has been made aware 
of these shortcomings by its staff and steps 
have been taken to plan for a new facility. 
APRA Consultants Ltd. has been studying the 
space requirements of city officiaidom and is 
preparing a report projecting future needs. 


A city hall is not the only facility for which the 
demand is pressing. Cultural facilities are 
desperately needed if we are to deveiop a 
cultural life of our own. Our sports community 
(which is one aspect of culture along with the 
aesthetic), is a thriving one, as we so aptly 
illustrated during the Summer Games. At that 
time, the arts festival and the sports 
spectacular melded together as an expression 
of St. Albert's civic spirit. This could be 
achieved on a permanent basis if the city’s 
aesthetic character could be improved to 
complement the sporting identity already 
achieved. And this isn’t an artsy fantasy. 


Last year, the Ad Hoc Committee on Cultural 
Facilities listened to what St. Albertans had to 
say about what they wanted in terms of 
cultural enrichment, and they said plenty. The 
committee's comprehensive report of its 
findings acknowledged the diverse expecta- 
tions of the populace and presented a 
proposal by which these various ideas could 
be accommodated, by phases. A core library 
facility was suggested as the first stage of the 
development, as the written word is the anchor 
of any cultural endeavour. St. Albert's present 
vessel to contain the written word is sadly 
overflowing, as anyone who has visited the 
library lately knows. Succeeding phases would 
introduce a performing arts facility; Gleplay 
areas, meeting rooms and visual arts rooms.

simple theatre in the round could serve several 
purposes and has high aesthetic appeal. 


The consultants will have their say soon on 
both the municipal and cultural facilities. APRA 
Consultants will advise on the projected needs 
for both in reports to come out this fall. 
However, we hope that after the experts have 
had their say, the city will take a creative 
approach to the designing of these facilities, 
as their design will hold the solution to these 
three of the city’s most persistent develop- 
ment stumbling blocks; the city hall, a cultural 
facility and, the development of the downtown 
core. If all these elements were combined in 
one complex, all three components would 
benefit: the city’s political and administrative 
machinery would be closer to the people it 
served if it was to share a premises with its 
creative community. In turn, that creative 
community will be all the more vital and 
relevant to its people if it is based at the 
centre of city operations. Until now, apart from 
rare courageous achievements such as the 
arts and crafts guild, culture in St. Albert has 
been a suburban Cinderella--a pretty wall- 
flower. The only result of such a combination 
can be mutual enrichment. 


And these are only the more ephemeral 
advantages of a cultural-municipal complex in 
a single environment. Benefits in terms of cold 
cash would be realized in such an arrange- 
ment. Operational and maintenance expenses 
would be halved and less of the city’s land 
used up in the process. Such a complex could 
trigger the delayed development of the

Edmonton has three options 


says Minister Moore 


The tour of government 
members to Toronto and 
Montreal provided no ob- 
vious solutions for the 
Edmonton area situation, 
Marvin Moore, Minister of 
Municipal Affairs told a TV 
broadcaster Monday even- 
ing. 

‘Perhaps what was most 
useful,’’ he went on to say, 
“‘we learned some avenues 
not to follow."’ 

As he sees it the situation 
surrounding the Edmonton 
annexation bid offers three 
options: Leave things as they 
are; go to Regional Gov- 

ment or go the Winnipeg 
Wm and choose one city 
government. 

Mr. Moore went on to say 
he does not think regional 
government is the answer. 
Problems here are different 
he said, although I wouldn't 
rule out regional entirely. 


Montreal the move to re- 
gional government had lar. 
gely to do with policing 
conditions which do not exist 
here. 

Another reason for those 
cities going regional was 
financing, Mr. Moore said, 
adding that he has reached 
no conclusions yet on this 
aspect. 

The minister is now 
planning trips to Vancouver 
and Winnipeg to investigate 
Metropolitan forms of gov- 
ernment. 

St. Albert MLA, Myrna 
Fyfe was one of the group 
travelling to Montreal and 
Toronto, and commented 
that she found talking to 
officials involved in the 
municipal governing process 
was extremely useful, and 
brought forth information 
and ideas not to be dis- 
covered by reading reports. 


But in both Toronto and 


downtown core without threatening the city’s 
various shopping centres, as the businesses in 
such a downtown development would not be of 
a competing nature with the shopping centres. 
Inevitably, with the advent of a downtown city 
centre, new businesses would spring up to 
service the people downtown. Restaurants, 
boutiques, commercial galleries, studios for 
artists, craftsmen, photographers, metalsmiths 
could locate there, creating a fascinating 
nucleus for the community. If the area could be 
cordoned off to vehicular traffic, the ensuing 
peaceful mall would be darned near idyllic, 
“the heart of a city’ in the truest sense. (The 
phrase fails to move me when applied to a 
certain commercial development located in 
that avaricious upstart to the south). 


Such an approach should not be dismisses as 
too visionary--it isn't. It's good planning and it's 
an improvement on the current policy for the 
downtown, one of benign neglect. Denver has 
revamped part of its downtown to this kind of 
commercial cultural marketplace, and the 
charm of the area turns a shopping foray into a 
veritable treasure hunt. Way back in the ‘60's, 
a small Yorkshire town called Billingham, 
tossed the traffic out of its city centre and 
gave the downtown back to the people, 
creat a tranquil oasis in a teeming industrial 
‘own.

For this 
reason, a factory-model, consultants’ complex 
should be avoided like the plague. We should 
need the experts on technical matters, but 
listen intently to the suggestions of ine people 
too. Why spend money on a facility with a twin 
in every third city in the country? The city 
centre could be a signature project for this 
community, putting the final flourish on the City 
of St. Albert's image as a vital and autonomous 
community. What better way to prove that we 
have come irrevocably out of the “bedroom” 
and into our ow?)

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Committee formed to oppose 


Edmonton’‘s annexation bid 


If the City of Edmonton 
has its way, St. Albert's days 
as an autonomous com- 
munity are numbered. Last 
Thursday night a small 
turnout of about 45 St. Albert 
residents gathered at Ronald 
Harvey School to plan 
opposition to the annexation 
bid. A committee was formed 
at the end of the meeting. 

Under the chairmanship of 
Wally Zuk and the guidance 
of Dr. Dick Plain, the 
mechanics of the city’s 
defence of its autonomy were 
discussed. Dr. Plain first 
outlined the procedures 
which are followed for an 
annexation attempt: the ap- 
plication by the city making 
the bid, in this case 
Edmonton; Local Authorities 
Board hearings, after which 
the Board makes a recom- 
mendation to cabinet; the 
cabinet decision followed by 
the notification of the LAB. 


Wally Zuk. . . a mission in

first register. Only property 
owners who pay municipal 
taxes and can present a tax 
notice have the right to 
appear before the board. 
Anyone else, including or- 
ganizations, must first go 
before the board and argue 
their right to be heard.

Albert's minor sports 
groups. He said that should 
St. Albert join Edmonton, 
there was a strong chance 
our programs could end up in 
the ‘‘mess"’ that Edmonton's 
were.

board would refuse to hear 
from the sportsmen. In the 
event of such a refusal, 
groups could petition the 
legislature or take their case 
to their MLA. 

Those in attendance were 
told that St. Albert will have 
one advantage in the hear- 
ings because of the order in 
which cases were argued. 
First to appear are the large 
special interests such as 
refineries who are repre- 
sented by lawyers. Next 
comes the arguments in 
favour of annexation and 
adjournment follows until 
early December, giving St. 
Albert-a chance to analyse 
the case against them and 
plan their rebuttal. 

Dr. Plain told the group 
there is much the individual 
can do. The LAB can base its 
decision only on the evidence 
before them, so citizens of 
St. Albert must make their 
case clear, in addition to the 
city’s brief. He encouraged 
everyone to write letters to 
LAB and cabinet, and sug- 
gested that neighborhood 
teams could be formed in an 
attempt to collect 300 letters 
per neighborhood. Then a 
brief could be prepared by a 
central committee. 

In response to a question 
about the content of letters 
and briefs, Dr, Plain empha- 
sized the necessity of giving 
reasons for opposition to the 
bid. As anexample he said 
anyone wishing to discuss a 
planning proposal in St, 
Albert can appear before the 
Municipal Planning Com- 
mission, as all meetings are 
open to the public. In 
Edmonton such meetings are 
closed. Dr. Plain added that 
in the transitional stage, St. 
Albert would be represented 
by only one of 13 aldermen. 

Several questions were 
asked about the mechanics of 
appearing before the board, 
with one man pointing out 
that the LAB sessions from 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m. made it 
difficult for those who work 
to attend the hearings. He 
was told that a written 


submission would have to * 


suffice, with perhaps one 
representative to make a 
supporting oral submission. 

On the question of publi- 
city an Historical Society 
representative commented 
that the local radio station 


had rejected an attempt by 
the society to present a series 
of programs explaining what 
St. Albert stands to lose in 
terms of preserving its 
heritage. The station told the 
society that it would have to 
pay for any such presenta- 
tion, as it could not take sides 
lhjexich a dispute. 


ON EDUCATION 


’ The question of the effect 
on education was raised 
several times and it was 
decided this area should be 
examined by the committee. 
The local education system 
would be affected by loss of 
seniority for school person- 
nel. Also, Edmonton would 
probably decide to re-open 
the inner city schools it 
closed last year, said Dr. 
Plain, forcing the busing of 
many local children to 
schools in Edmonton. The 
comment was made that 
Edmonton had dodged the 
issue of education in its 
arguments so far.

facts and arguments the 
meeting voted unanimously 
to form a central committee, 
to be chaired by Dr. Plain. It 
will be comprised of team 
leaders selected from each 
community. They are as 
follows: Braeside, Irene 
Carter, 458-2878; Gary Frost, 
Lacombe Park, 459-7622;

Other people were ap- 
pointed to sound out and 
assist special groups: rec- 
reation, youth and the arts, 
Arlene Borgstede; informa- 
tion and publicity, Jim 
Sterling; preparation of the 
brief, Gary Frost.

Cemetery plans approved 


Plans for St. Albert's first 
municipal cemetery received 
the go ahead from City 
Council Tuesday night. 

The project, which could 
cost as much as $114,000, 
includes 500 various kinds of 
trees, a gravelled road, 
grassing, fencing, signs, 
gates, shrubs and a central 
sculpture. 

The only part of the plan 
that council rejected, acting 
on last week's Committee of 
the Whole recommendation, 
was a proposal to build a 
burial chapel on the site. The 


aldermen agreed last week 
that. the costs probably 
wouldn't be worth the 
limited use such a facility 
would see. 

At Monday's meeting, 
Alderman Roger Ayotte said 
it bothered him that the 
city’s initial capital costs in 
the venture would still be 
lost. ‘‘I'd always felt,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that the sale of lots 
would cover the costs of the 
cemetery's development.”’ 

City Manager Bob Byron 
noted that the annual oper- 
ating costs will probably be 


about $25,000 a year and it'll 
take a sale of 25 lots at $1,000 
each per year to equal that. 
Recovering the city’s initial 
investment over and above 
that, he said, will probably 
be impossible. 

Council also approved an 
initial $76,000 budget to pay 
for work on the first phases 
of the project and adminis- 
tration expenses. 

The city originally received 
the land for the cemetery, 
which is adjacent to the 
Poundmaker Indian Lodge, 
for one dollar from the

“St. Albert will not 
be annexed...” - Byron 


St. Albert City Manager 
Bob Byron told about 60 St. 
Albert and District Chamber 
of Commerce members 
Wednesday, ‘‘St. Albert will 
not be annexed by the City of 
Edmonton.” 

Mr. Byron was responding 
to a question by local lawyer 
Dick Fowler who had asked 
what was being done at the 
political level in terms of 
opposing Edmoniton’s an- 
nexation bid. Mr. Fowler told 
those present that what all 
the annexation activity would 
boil down to was a political 
decision by the provincial 
cabinet. 

Mr. Byron said he did not 
believe it to be in the 
province’s best interest to 
have Edmonton grow into a 
huge and powerful political 
body. The city manager said 
that such a move would 
necessarily contradict the 
province’s decentralization 
policy. 

He said that he thought St. 
Albert’s timing in the host- 
ing of the Alberta Summer 
Games in August was ‘‘per- 
fect."’ Those present at the 
opening ceremonies, atter: 
ded by Premier Lougheed 
and Parks, Recreation and 
Wildlife Minister Peter Try- 
nchy, conveyed their feelings 
to the provincial cabinet 
through their response to 
Mayor Ron Harvey’s com- 
ments favoring a separate St. 
Albert. 

Mr. Byron also told Cham- 
ber members that St. Al- 
bert’s approach in opposing 
Edmonton's annexation bid 
was not taken because this 
city was against Edmonton. 
“It is not individual against 
individual but, you must be 
concerned when a group 
takes a course of action 
which affects us all."’ 


Mr. Byron said the city 
had not yet had sufficient 
time to respond to Edmon- 
ton’s claim that St. Albert 
residents would experience a 
reduction in property taxes 
although it was suggested at 
the meeting that what 
Edmonton was actually pro- 
posing was a reduction in the 
quality of services, an action 
that might provide an ex- 
planation for Edmonton's 
claim. 

The City Manager also told 
those gathered that St. 
Albert did not have any 
policy against providing 
public housing. ‘‘In my 
knowledge no one has 
asked,’’ he said, adding that 
the city would be looking into 
public housing. 


UTILITY BILLS 


It was pointed out that 
Calgary Power bills were 
substantially higher than 
those for a similar business 
in Edmonton using Edmon- 
ton Power, and Mr. Byron 
turned the question over to 
Calgary Power man, Jim 
Sterling. He explained that 
because Edmonton Power 
was heavily subsidized on 


‘natural gas which powers its 


steam generators and be- 
cause the area serviced was 
so concentrated (whereas 
Calgary Power serves a much 
more sparely populated area) 
the Edmonton utility com- 
pany was able to offer lower 
rates. He also said that he 
did not believe this would 
last much longer as Ed- 
monton brings more plants 
on line. Mr. Byron added 
that if St. Albert residents 
averaged the cost of all their 
utilities they would come out 
marginally ahead of their 
southern neighbour. 


Annexation hearings 


Chamber 
will intervene 


Sixty-seven St. Albert and ~ 


District Chamber of Com- 
merce members voted un- 
animously at their Septem- 
ber meeting to appoint a 
five-man committee charged 
with the preparation of a 
statement of intervention on 
behalf of St. Albert at the 
upcoming Local Authorities 
Board hearings. 

A motion by Bill Gardiner, 
seconded by Ray Gibbon, 
drew an immediate response 
from those gathered sugg- 
esting that St. Albert's 
business community appears 
to be solidly behind the city’s 
position of opposition. 

Chamber schools liaison 
man, Paul Chalifoux, asked 
that the committee not begin 
with a preconceived direction 
of opposition but that it 
approach the issue openly 
and seek a direction from its 
findings. Mr. Gardiner poin- 
ted out that his motion did 
not include any specific 
direction for the committee 
to take, only that it prepare a 
submission. 

The Chamber will register 
its intention to appear before 
the LAB during the Sep- 


tember 25 - 28 period set out 
for such action. Committee 
Chairman and Chamber Pre- 
sident Therien Bennett ex- 
pects that the LAB will hear 
the Chamber position during 
December or early January. 


EDMONTON HAS ONLY 
ONE VIEW 


In his talk Mr. Byron said 
that St. Albert would cer- 
tainly be willing to look at 
future planning for the 
region with an eye to 
strengthening the total area 
rather than simply restruc- 
turing it. 

It is ‘‘frustrating’’ he said, 
because Edmonton has only 
one view (Uni-city). The 
LAB hearing is a welcome 
opportunity for the region as 
a whole, to look at planning 
for the future. 

He pointed out that St. 
Albert's dependence upon 
Edmonton was not growing 
but lessening, and ‘‘our 
current dependence cannot 
be looked at as a reason for 
annexation,’ adding that it 
s ‘acknowledged that there 
is a level of service in St. 
Albert that is wanted.”’ 

Speaking on the benefits of 
remaining as separate com- 
munities, Mr. Byron remin- 
ded the businessmen that the 
region as a whole benefitted 
from competition for indus- 
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try. He said that this 
competition helped control 
the marketplace by ensuring 
that there was an alternative 
when shopping for an in- 
dustry location. 

The city will be doing a tax 
comparison to rebut Edmon- 
ton’s claim of lower taxes 
under annexation. Mr. Byron 
told the Chamber that St. 
Albert has found some ‘‘very 
serious omissions in this 
area’’ ... and that the city ... 
“is not accepting the argu- 
ment that is being put 
forward in favour of annexa- 
tion.”’ 

Asked why the city was not 
promoting a campaign simi- 
lar to Edmonton's which 
would be directed at drum- 
ming up citizen support, Mr. 
Byron said that St. Albert 
could not respond until they 
get Edmonton’s full position. 
(The last report was released 
Monday). ‘We are not in the 
business of just opening our 
mouths and letting our lips 
flap’’ he said. ‘‘If you feel 
that the City is reacting in a 
complacent manner, that's 
not so!"’

Travel Alberta, the Midnight

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As he surveyed his rapidly growing empire, Mr. 
Burrough Cratte allowed himself a modest purr of 
satisfaction. The federal department of Paperbur- 
den, Patronage and Political Platitudes was 
perking right along, although Burrough Cratte’s 
eventual goal of an additional 4.7 staff members 
per day had not yet been reached. Cratte viewed 
the personnel explosion with relish knowing as did 
all civil servants that productivity was measured in 
terms of staff size. The 1502 civil servants in his 
department all gave the impression of activity, 
bustling about filing laundry lists in triplicate and 
rubbing the black smudges off their erasers. 

In the paperburden division, 483 typists 
pounded their machines, their nails momentarily

forgotten, as they rushed to produce a three page 
memo to be distributed to every citizen or civil 
servant in the land, whichever came first. The 
memo exhaustively detailed procedures for 
reducing paperwork, an essential act of conserva- 
tion if there was to be a tree left standing in the 
country. Included in the papersaving package 
were forms for the requisition of a 68-page 
handbook on papersaving; forms for the revision 
or cancellation of such requisitions; carbons for 
the duplication of requisitions, original or revised; 
and last, forms for the manufacture of paper 
aircraft. The aeronautic gambit was introduced as 
a novel approach to papersaving, as they required 
no envelopes, no carbon copies and no filing. In 
addition, the little planes were a healthy diversion 
for civil servants exhausted from filling out forms. 
Yes, paperburden was rolling right along, at about 
20 reams a minute. 

Reassured that the flow of memoranda was 
unimpeded, he moved on to the Patronage 
division. This sector, numbering over 1200 at last 
count, had been created by the Snark government 
in answer to public demand for civil service cuts in 
the Dreadful Black Days following woeful 
Wednesday, May 23, 1979. 

However, CUPE (the Canadian Union to Punish 
Efficiency) had demanded that the 920 fired 
employees be placed somewhere, and so the 
Patronage division was born. As no function had 
ever been determined for the department, 
employees busied themselves serving the needs 
of other civil servants, a move which resulted in 
the word “civil” being dropped from the term. With 
furrowed brows they made sure the kleenex and 
toilet tissue were colour co-ordinated; vacuumed 
the pencil sharpeners; windexed the water 
fountain; sat in for those on overnight bathroom 
breaks and generally made themselves indispens- 
able. They had a gung ho spirit that Cratte found 
heartening. 

“These people are marvellous,” he dictated 
tearfully in his Tuesday 3:15 p.m. memo. “No task 
is too trivial.” He then went on to sing the praises 
of that week's Paper Saver of the Week who had 
formulated a set of standards for pencil 
sharpness, in order that any written work would 
take up less paper. He was presently sending out 
a series of memos to Paperburden to suggest this 
conservation procedure. .The accolade over, 
Cratte’s memo resumed its usual business-like 
tone as he concluded “Copies of the Canadian 
Standards for Degrees of Sharpness in Civil 
Service Graphite Writing Implements will be issued 
only by requisition and must be filed in triplicate.” 

Of the three sections, Political Platitudes was 
the most sensitive. Here, staff churned out 


appropriate responses to the irritating queries to 
ministers from the press and public. A query to the 
Minister of Labour regard unemployment insurance 
abuses had to take a tough line: “We in future will 
bring down the mailed fist on UIC abusers, before 
abuse begins to snowball and catch fire from sea 
unto sea. We've climbed into bed with a mess of 
pottage and it seems we've merely skimmed the 
surface of this mare’s nest. Now we’re in power, we'l/ 
put the onus on the other foot before it walks all over 
us.” 

This fresh, lucid comment occupied 112 personne! 
for 902 manhours at double time and a halt. 

In another part of the division, a bevy of 
bureaucrats worked on an official explanation of 
the inadvertant demolition of the Parliament 
Buildings by the RCMP. “In @ maneuver 
erroneously calculated to shore up the bastions of 
democracy, the RCMP levelled the Parliament 
Buildings today in the name of National Security. 
RCMP Commissioner Will Bugge said the police 
acted on a tip that the place was a hotbed of 
creeping socialism.” 

However the division's finest hour came when 
they presented their explanation for the mush- 
rooming size of the civil service (or the Seville 
Service as it was known in the ranks of the highly 

aid). 
is “Complaints have come to our ears that the 
ratio of civil servants to the public is excessive. 
However, with the growing complexity of public 
policy, we feel 25 civil servants to each Canadian 
is a bare minimum. Several factors have 
determined this: as at least one-quarter of the 
public service is on strike at any given time, 
replacement staff must be available. Staff ranks 
have also been swelled by CUPE’s demand for the 
“buddy” system, in which there are two employees 
to each job, ensuring that blame cannot be 
attached to either. 

“However, the most influential factor in the civil 
service explosion has resulted from the concomit- 
ant rise in paperburden which accompanies each 
staff addition. Files must be assembled in each 
individual, detailing coffee preferences, holiday 
schedules; sick day schedules and Christmas 
bonus expectations. A list of duties takes up an 
entire quarter-page, while lists of employee 
privileges are contained in an 87 page brochure. 
All this must be filed in triplicate. 

“So gentlemen of the fourth estate, you can see 
our dilemma. More staff means more paperburden, 
more paperburden means more staff. Thusly, we 
can conclude that the growth in the size of the 
civil service is due in the main to the increased 
number of civil servants. And let there be no more 
equivocating about it!”

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Building a new basement 
under an existing house 


Last week I offered suggestions on repairing a 
wooden basement which has sunk down or deflected 
inward as a result of soil pressure; the method I 
outlined was to remove all the backfill from the exterior 
of the walls and proceed from there. 

If you find that method too costly, too much work, or 
the walls are in too bad condition to repair, then the 
alternate choice is to pour a concrete basement under 
the house. 

To pour a new concrete basement under a house set 
on a wooden basement it is not necessary to remove 
the old basement, but it is necessary to provide the 
proper conditions for a concrete basement inside the 
existing wooden one. The new structure must still 
conform to the requiremen*s of any conventional

concrete basement, which means that it must have a 
proper footing and have eight inch thick walls. The 
footing of your new basement will extend 16 inches to 
the inside of the room and must be set on undisturbed 
clay or suitable existing soil. The concrete floor must 
first be cut to provide room for the footing. This can be 
done by a concrete coring and sawing contractor, listed 
in the yellow pages under ‘‘Contractors-Drilling-Core.” 
The method used for sawing concrete is rather messy 
and expensive but not as messy or expensive as using a 
concrete breaker and air compressor. 

After the concrete is sawn it can be broken up with a 
16 pound sledge hammer and removed piece by piece. 
Safety goggles must be worn while breaking the 
concrete — or you run the risk of losing an eye from a 
Stray piece of concrete. 

After the concrete has been removed all the sand or 
gravel that was under that portion of the floor must be 
removed down to undisturbed clay. If the existing floor 
is true to level within 3/8 of an inch then the new 
footing can be poured and trowelled smooth to the 
same height as the floor. If the floor is not level, it is 
better to start with a level footing three or four inches 
below the floor. This space will then have to be filled 
and trowelled to match the rest of the floor after the 
basement walls are poured. 

After the footing is poured and the concrete set, the 
floor joists have to be raised to the level of the centre 
bearing beam, and supported from the concrete floor. 
The supports should be far enough back from the 
existing walls to have enough room for the new forms. 
To prevent damage to the walls above, the floor has to 
be raised as a unit; this can be done by using the 


PLUS UP TO 
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method described in last week’s column except that 
now you would use 4” x 4” timbers across the 
underside of the floor joists and raise one side of the 
floor at a time as a unit. The floor can then be 
supported 4” x 4” posts while the new basement is 
formed and poured. 

To form the new basement the existing basement 
studs have to be covered with 4” factory D grade 
plywood, because the inside wall of the old basement 
will become the outside form for the new basement and 
will remain in the concrete. To hold the inside forms of 
your new basement a special one-ended snap tie is 
used which can be fastened to the existing studs. These 
ties are available at concrete accessories suppliers. 

The forms are set to the underside of the floor joists. 
To pour the concrete you will have to hire a concrete 
pump truck and operator. The concrete is poured high 
enough in the forms so that at least the bottom % of the 
joist is embedded in concrete. The forms can be 
stripped off after 48 hours. 

Once this is complete you will have to extend all 
window jambs to accommodate the new wall. This 
leaves you with an unfinished basement ready to be 
decorated. 

The general rule in construction is that if you have to 
re-do or repair a major portion of your building you 
seldom end up with something as good as a job done 
properly in the first place.

City dance courses: 


Dance comes of age in St.Albert

The growth of St. Albert can be quickly measured by 
the speedy evolution of its arts programs. For instance, 
it’s a ‘grand jete’ from St. Albert’s first faltering steps 
into the world of dance instruction, to the 
comprehensive programs offered today. Each year the 
city’s dance courses have grown in quality, variety and 
number and now a serious student of the art can get off 
to a good start right here in St. Albert through these 
city-sponsored courses. More ambitious students can 
learn Royal Academy technique, while those who 
dance solely for the joy of it can learn many modes of 
dance expression. 

This year’s program is a smorgasbord of dance 
specialities. Program Co-ordinator Ellen Friedl, herself 
a professional dancer, has assembled a staff of highly 
qualified and experienced instructors, many of whom 
are still active professionals. From the hustle to the 
arabesque to the sinuous improvisations of modern 
dance, the broad range can be sampled. 

The program’s popularity is already proven. Four 
hundred St. Albert and area residents have so far 
signed up for some 40 courses. Some openings are still 
available although the favorites, ballroom, disco and 
jazz dancing are in all likelihood filled to capacity. 


FUN IS KEYNOTE 


What’s the difference between a school, private or 
otherwise which specializes in the teaching of dance, 
and the city program? Fun, of course! Because not 
everyone in the program dreams of putting Karen Kain 
out of work, the pressure on students is not as evident. 
However, this does not mean the basic disciplined 
traditions of dance are ignored. That terpsichorean 
aristocrat, ballet, is still very popular and the school 
will offer courses at all levels. Ballet is the popular one 
with children, whose parents send them to improve, 
strength, grace and co-ordination. However, as they 
prance happily about in their tutus, the wee ones seem 
blissfully unaware that this stuff is actually good for 
them too! The children’s ballet for kids aged 9-13 will 
be taught by Cynthia Lee Griffith, who has studied in 
Montreal and at the Alberta Ballet school.

The remainder of the dancing classes will be taught 
by Jenny Warren, a ballet and gymnastics instructor 
who has become a familiar figure to young local 
dancers. Other ballet classes may be taught by Coralie 
Cairns, a dancer with extensive training from the 
Alberta Ballet, Grant McEwan, the U of A and several 
smaller schools. Last year, she taught the “Law 
Review,” a recreational dance group made up of law 
students. She has choreographed for several school 
productions and shows and taught various other dance 
classes. Coralie will teach Level I, ‘An Introduction to 
the Basics’ for novice dancers and Level II for 
experienced dancers. These will be structured classes 
and not improvisational sessions. Students will need 
clothing which permits freedom of movement, such as a 
leotard, tights or jazz pants. 


BELLY UP TO THE BARRE 


On a more exotic plane, Belly Dancing will be 
presented by instructor Siham Haympur. Disco classes 
will cover line dances, partner touch dances and other 
disco maneuvres. Girls can partner girls, and groups 
can register, as did one entire office staff from 
Edmonton. A disco party might be held to allow the 
students to strut their stuff at the end of the session. 

Jazz dancing is a formalized, structured approach to 
contemporary movement, with emphasis on rhythm. A 
course is offered for teens as well as adults. Ladies tap 
dancing has not yet attracted enough people to fill a 
class, despite its growing popularity elsewhere, and its 
revitalized chic. 

On a different note, a course in aerobic dancing will 
be presented by Kathy Griesbrecht. This type of dance 
is designed for, the benefit of the cardio-vascular 
system, and includes movements to tone the muscles. 
The constant movement involved improves agility, 
balance and co-ordination as well as giving greater 
stamina. 

Because of the lack of any facility for performing arts 
here, the dance program is limited in what it can offer 
in the way of guest instructors and local recitals. This 
year’s year-end recital, like last year’s, will be held in 
the SUB Theatre, a long way from the community 
whose talent it presents. Perhaps this situation will 
prove a short-lived one. In the meantime, however, 
those interested in the world of dance can pursue their 
interest without leaving the city limits. Dance has come 
of age in St. Albert.

Who does not struggle 
these days with deep-seated, 
persistent feelings of loneli- 
ness, separateness, alien- 
ation - a sense of being cut 
off from reality, a lack of 
depth in personal relation- 
ships, an absence of roots in 
a stable, caring community? 

Some psychologists and 
philosophers speak of two 
kinds of loneliness. One is 
existential loneliness that is 
the universal and inevitable 
accompaniment of existence 
as a human being in this

world. We can only learn to 
accept that and live with it. It 


can be, and has been 
for many, a force of 
creativity. 


The other kind is the 
loneliness that is the result of 
the failure to find intimacy in 
a personal relationship. 
Erich Fromm, the psychiat- 
rist, discusses the anxiety of 
separateness we experience 
and concludes that among 
the various means by which 
we try to remove this anxiety 
only the experience of love in 
an interpersonal relationship 
can overcome this separate- 
ness in a lasting, satisfying 
manner. 

To what degree is the 


stress in NorthAmerican 
society on ‘individualism’ 
responsible for the preval- 
ence of loneliness amongst 
us? Individualism in its 
emphasis on the worth of 
each person, his dignity, his 
right to develop his potential 
and to pursue his lawful 
goals with a minimum of 
interference from the state 
has fostered great progress 


in material well-being. But 
when individualism is not 
balanced by an equal stress 
on the importance of com- 
munity, the spiritual, emot- 
ional, social and economic 
damage is alarming. Exces- 
sive individualism in politi- 
cal, religious and economic 
realms of our society must be 
countered by a return to 
the emphasis on the Indivi-- 
dual in community where we

‘Lo, Lam with you always 
even to the end of the ages,’ 
be made real for us as we 
seek for a communityof faith 
to help us in our struggle 
with the anxiety of loneliness 
and separation.

Calgary Power has chosen 
to ignore an MD decision 
requesting the company to 
move newly installed power 
lines from the east to the 
west side of a municipal road 
southeast of Redwa' 

The company failed to get 
approval before constructing 
the line and the MD is new 
seeking a legal opinion on 
the company’s right to do 
this. The possibility of 
penalizing the company for 
the oversight is also being 
investigated. 

Company representative, 
Ken Owen, had met with MD 
council August 16 to explain 
why poles had to be installed 
on the opposite side of the 
road, and to appeal an MD 
tuling to refuse permission 
for construction. 

Construction —_ proceeded 
despite refusal but Mr. 
Owen said this had been 
necessary because existing 
lines were in the way of the 
new line, and power would 
have had to have been cut off 
for several days. Council 
relented on its stand slightly, 
but demanded that the new 
line be moved to the west 
side of the road by November 
Ist. 

The problem, however, 


apparently referred the mat- 
terto head office in Calgary

Board's interest charge angers Council

‘Absolutely asinine’’ is 
the way last week that 
Councillor Clayton Crozier 
described a three month-old, 
$4,000 dispute between the 
MD Council and Sturgeon 
Division School Board. 

The argument, which 
arose after the MD didn’t 
forward a $587,000 requi- 
sition to the board last June 
1S, culminated in an appear- 
ance by board representa- 
tives at the September 13th 


council meeting. 

The MD has long since 
paid the requisition (July 11) 
but the board charged them 
interest for the 25 days that 
they were without the 
money. A short term loan 
was necessary to meet board 
expenses while waiting for 
the payment. 

Mr. Crozier said ‘‘if we 
were six months behind’’ he 
could understand the extra 
interest charge ‘‘but we have 
a lot more important busi- 
ness to deal with than this.’’ 


‘They’re managers’ 


Board trustee Don Hood 
said the interest charge 
wasn’t an attempt to ‘‘indi- 
cate negligence. We had to 
pay interest so we passed it 
on. I’m sorry you obvious.y 
feel you shouldn't be 
charged,”’ 

Most of the councillors’ 
anger stemmed from the fact 
that they weren't warned 
that interest would be 
charged more than the 
$4,000 bill itself. Noting that 
the provincial School Act 
allow boards to charge 


interest for late requisitions, 
Councillor Lawrence Kluthe 
said it was simply a 
“‘question of notification, not 
a question as to the legality 
to charge interest.”’ 

“‘It's like a supplier I’ve 
been dealing with for 40 
years. If I was suddenly 
charged interest without 
notice I wouldn’t be too 
happy.’’ 

Mr. Kluthe added that, 
“We have done some main- 
tenance work on school 
grounds. If we’re talking 


about sticking to the letter of 
the law, are you suggesting 
that the MD invoice the 
board for that work?’’ 

Reeve Bill Flynn agreed, 
noting that ‘‘We could start 
charging for work done on 
schools at our expense and it 
would come to more than 
$4,000."" 

Trustee Hood said he was 
surprised that council felt 
that way but the board’s 
decision to charge interest 
still stood. 

One of the councillors also 


noted that the next quarterly 
school requisition is due this 
week. Secretary - treasurer 
Gib Boddez, who said he was 
responsible for delay in 
paying last June’s requi- 
sition, said it wouldn't 
happen this week. ‘‘It’ll go in 
right on time."’ 

In addition to the MD, Bon 
Accord, Gibbons and Red- 
water were also late with 
their requisitions in June. 
They’ve all since paid up, 
including theirinterest 
charges. 


Principals, teachers don’t mix, says Board 
p y 


Teachers are ‘union’ wor- 


kers and principals are 
management. 
That lesson, says the 


Sturgeon Division School 
Board, is one that local 
school staff have to learn. 

During its September 12th 
meeting, the board was 
considering passage of a 
policy governing the evalu- 
ation of teachers on tem- 
porary contract. 

The board's director of 
instruction, Tony Taylor, 
said that when many prin- 
cipals reviewed the proposed 
policy, they balked at the

idea of having to recommend 
firing or permanently hiring 
a teacher. Mr. Taylor said 
some principals felt they had 
no right to judge fellow staff 
members. Such a respon- 
sibility, they. said, should 
rest with the board's super- 
intendant. 

“I think we have to 
educate them (principals) 
that they're managers,”’ 
responded trustee Joyce 
Porsild. 

Trustee Ruth Wall agreed, 
noting that ‘Principals 
make recommendations on 
students; I don't see any 


problem with them making 
recommendations on fellow 
teachers.”’ 

‘I don’t think anyone likes 
to tell someone that they're 
going to be let go but that’s 
part of management,” said 
the board's chairman, Lois 
Hole.

Trustee Keith Everitt said 
the problem stems from 
school principals being part 


of the Alberta Teachers 
Association (ATA). Their 
membership is unrealistic, 
he said, noting that in the 
province of Quebec they're 
treated as management staff. 

The principals who don’t 
like the role of evaluator have 
discussed the problem sev- 
eral times with the board's 
administration, said assis- 
tant superintendant Walter 
Heppler, and he saw little 
chance that they'd change 
their mind. 

‘‘The people who don’t 
want to do this have a 
deeply-r 0 0 te d conviction 


based on their own prin- 
ciples.” 

The board agreed to accept 
a revised evaluation policy 
for a one year trial in which 
the school’s principal will 
meet with the superinten- 
dant to discuss the tem- 
porary teacher’s perform- 
ance. ‘‘The bulk of super- 
vision still rests with the 
principal,"); noted Mr. 
Taylor, but the final ‘hire or 
fire’ decision will be up to the 
superintendant. 

The board has about 40 
temporary teachers on staff 
now and superinten- 


dant Frank Robinson said 
another six may be hired. A 
teacher may be hired for one 
year temporarily, after which 
the board must make a final 
decision on whether to offer a 
permanent contract or not. 

Conditions of the new 
policy include letting the 
temporary teacher k no w 
what the superintendant’'s 
decision about their future is 
by May 15. Formerly, they'd 
been told by June 1, which 
left them little time to find 
work elsewhere. 


MD Council plans campaign on annexation 


The MD is working on a 
publicity campaign to inform 
residents that they too have 
the right to make submis- 
sions on Edmonton's annex- 
ation hearings which begin 
September 25, 

To that effect, the admin- 
istration will be taking out 
ads in local media to inform 
residents of this possibility. 

Council members felt, at 
their meeting last week, that 
annexation would affect a lot 
more people than those just 
in the MD and said that even 
those adjacent to proposed 
boundaries should be heard.

Zero lot line plan approved for Morinville

Morinville council has 
approved a 79-unit zero lot 
line development in the 
town's southwest corner. 
Morinville Developments 
Ltd., developers for the 
project, will begin servicing 
lots immediately, despite a 
public hearing slated for 
September 25 on relaxation 
of zoning restrictions in the 
subdivision. ~ ep 

The innovative type hous- 
ing subdivision was first 
presented to council in April. 
Since it was an unfamiliar 
concept, it was deferred for 
discussion during successive 
council meetings and also 
referred to the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commis- 
sion (ERPC) for recommen- 
dations.

Water line to Namao Ridge to 


Md council has decided to 
proceed with construction of + 
a permanent water line from 
Grandview Heights to 
Namao Ridge and is only 
waiting for a building permit 
from the provincial govern- 
ment. In the meantime, 
council has asked engineer 
John Podmore to seek 
tenders for construction. 

Mr. Podmore told council 
last Thursday that .con- 
struction should begim before 
freeze up but that the only 
location for the line, after he 
had conducted tests, was 
found to be on the road 
between the two subdivi- 
sions. 

He said that the ditch had 
first been recommended by 
council but when he checked 
it he found that there would 
be an erosion problem both 
on the north side and on the 
west side of the gully. 

‘Unless you go on the 
road you will have to get 
some easements from pro- 
perty owners along the 
road,"’ he said. ‘‘There is no 
place else to go. The road is 
wide, about SO feet, and if it 
did wash out it wouldn't be 
harmful to the road.”’

The $75,000 line would 
require 1,500 feet of pipe to 
pump water from Grandview 
Heights to Namao Ridge. A 
temporary line, constructed 
from irrigation tubing was 
laid to Namao Ridge after 
water was cut off several 
times this summer. 

The two wells in the 
subdivision could not keep 
up with the demand and 
resevoir levels were con- 
stantly below normal. When 
the temporary pipe was laid, 
wells were turned off and 
water pumped solely from 
Grandview Heights. This 
gave the MD’s public works 
department an estimation on 
consumption and water 
quality. 

Numerous leaks in the 
temporary line caused an 
estimated 40 per cent loss in 
water between the two 
resevoirs and council decided 
to proceed immediately with 
the permanent pipeline to 
alleviate problems. 

Council suggested, how- 
ever, that an alternate route 
other than placing the line on 
the route, also be looked 
into.

Gibbons fire department wants place to train 


Gibbons’ volunteer fire 
department is looking for a 
building to burn, No, they're 
not bored or practicing to 
become amateur arsonists-- 
they just need a place to 
train. 

Fire chief, Steve Chris- 
tiansen, asked council last 
Wednesday to consider 
building the all cement 
structure in the near future 
so that the fire department 
would have somewhere to 


held their practices. 

*‘We don't have anywhere 
to practice in right now short 
of filling the fire hall with 
smoke,"’ he said, '‘We don't 
want it immediately but I just 
threw it out as a possible 
expenditure.” 

Mr. Christiansen said that 
the building could be used by 
all MD fire departments as a 
practice facility. Most of the 
training would involve 
moving through a smoke 


filled room with air packs 
duplicating actual fire situ- 
ations. No building exists 
now in the MD for such 
practice drills and he felt that 
the MD might foot some of 
the bill. 

“I'm sure I could get some 
of the equipment volun- 


teered from other fire 
departments,’’ he said. 
‘Material for construction 


might also be donated by 
some of the businesses in 


town and we might get some 
volunteer labor to build it." 

Mr. Christiansen des- 
cribed the facility as a 10 by 
1S foot pill box structure 
about eight feet high. It 
would have to be solid 
cement so that it wouldn't 
burn down. He suggested 
that the new skate shack now 
proposed for the arena might 
double as a training area for 
departments in the summer. 

"It would have to have 


collapsible walls as obstacles 
and the centre area could be 
used to store equipment for 
the arena in winter."’ 

Mr. Christiansen sug- 
gested that he might 
approach the MD in addition 
to the other fire departments 
to see if they might foot some 
of the bill. Most munici- 
palities in the MD have fire 
agreements and house dis- 
trict fire trucks. 

Council agreed that they 


should be approached to foot 
some of the bill for a training 
facility, especially since it 
would be of benefit to the 
MD to have properly trained 
personnel. 

Council also approved an 
additional $1,000 expend- 
iture to the $3,700 already 
set aside this year for new 
safety equipment. Added 
monies will be used to 
purchase air packs, alu- 
minum tanks and smoke 
bombs for training. 


Morinville considers neighbourhood grants

Morinville is taking a 
second look at applying for a 
grant under the Neighbor- 
hood Improvement Program. 
Council has asked engineer, 
Gary Maxwell, to look over 
the grant structure and to 
determine what areas in the 
town might be suitable for 
projects. 

Paul Robinson, a repre- 
sentative from Alberta 
Housing and Public Works 
was on hand at council's 
September 11 meeting to 
explain the program and 
outline grant possibilities for 
the town, 

Neighborhood Im prove 
mentisa jointfederal 
provincial program spon- 
sored by Alberta Housing 
and Public Works and 


Central Mortgage and Hous- 
ing. The name itself is 
deceiving, however, as a 
federal program under the 
same name, intended as an 
urban program to assist older 
neighborhoods ended in 
March 1978. Grants applied 
to it and two other urban 
grant schemes have since 
been redirected to a new 
Community Services pro- 
gram. 

Confusion over the intent 
of the new grant as opposed 
to the old one, caused 
Morinville and other munici- 
palities in the MD to miss the 
June 20 deadline for 1979 
projects. Most areas in the 
MD still interpreted Neigh- 
borhood Improvement as an 
urban program, or one solely 
intended to aid lower socio- 
economic areas. 


Under the new grant the 
province provides up to 25 
per cent of approved capital 
costs and SO per cent is 
provided by the federal 
government. The remaining 
25 percent is picked up by 
the municipality. 


GRANTS FOR CAPITAL 
COSTS 


Assistance will be pro- 
vided on the basis of project 
approval up to a maximum of 
$150 per capita for com- 
munities or neighborhoods 
with populations up to a 
maximum of 6,000. 

‘The grant, however, is 
strictly applicable to capital 
costs, for such projects as 
indoor-outdoor recreation 
areas, firehalls, street im- 


provements, daycare and 
minor sewer and water 
improvements,’' said Mr. 
Robinson. 

Larger projects, he added, 
are handled by grants 
provided through Alberta 
Environment, a second com- 
ponent to the Community 
Services Program and appli- 
cations in one area won't 
affect any projects applied 
for in the other. 

Communities may aply for 
one or more projects, and 
future operational funding 
will also be considered when 
applications are reviewed. 

Already, 46 Alberta com-, 
munities have shared in the 
$6 million available for 1979 
projects. Another $7.5 mil- 
lion has been earmarked for 
1980 projects and all pro- 
posals must be submitted by

DOWNTOWN CORE 
A POSSIBILITY 


One area Morinville is 
looking at for possible 
projects is what is termed the 
historical part of town or the 
downtown core. The town is 
alreadyconsidering up to $1 
million in paving work and 
has applied for grants from 
Alberta Transport. 

Population in the down- 
town core is roughly 1,000 
and the town could receive 
up to $150,000, representing 
the 7S per cent federal/- 
provincial portion. 

‘In the 1979 projects more 
street improvements were 
accepted than any other 
project,’’ said Mr. Robinson. 
“Street improvements, we 


feel, have a much greater 
impact on people to remodel

As the program is becom- 
ing more widely know, said 
Mr. Robinson, applications 
for grants are becoming 
quite cémpetiive.

Family business turns eggsto money 


By Carla Bit 

Eggs, eggs and more 
eggs, that’s all you'll find at 
the Raven Poultry Farm in 
the Morinville Industrial 
Park. Eggs in the grading 
and packing room, wall to 
wall eggs in the two cold 
storage rooms and even eggs 
in the small waiting room 
next to the office. 

There’s money to be, 
made, though, in the little, 
oval gems, and the Raven| 
operation is considered one) 
of the best in Alberta. | 

Business has been so 
good, that the company has| 
decided to expand and) 
recently received a $56,878 
grant from the Federal) 
Department of Regional Ec-| 
onomic Expansion and Al- 
berta Agriculture to help 
them do it. 

It’s very much a family 
business, started 20 years 
ago by father, Anthony 
Raven. He farmed in Eng- 
land before coming to Can- 
ada 25 years ago and now 
manages the business while 
his wife runs the office and 
son Stephen handles the 
plant operations. 

They used to run the entire 
operation by themselves on 
their farm just north of St. 
Albert. They began with 10, 
30 dozen cases each week but 
quickly outgrew space on the 
farm. When the Morinville 
Industrial Park opened up, 
the family decided to move to 
an 11,000 square foot build- 
ing in the park which could 
better handle their expand- 
ing operation. 

Eight people, both full and 
part time, are now employed 
processing 2,000, 30 dozen 


cases of eggs for distribution, 
all over the MD, St. Albert, 
and Edmonton. Raven also 
supplies eggs exclusively to 
all Woodward’s stores in| 
Alberta. | 

‘*It’s a very competitive) 
business and we're the only 
one north of Edmonton,’’ 
said Mr. Raven. ‘‘There’s 
four more in Edmonton 
operating on this scale but 
it’s a business that’s much 
needed.” 


ASSEMBLY LINE 
PRODUCTION USED 


Egg marketing is an 
automated operation, from 
the moment they arrive at 
the plant to the time their 
loaded, ready for distribu- 
tion. Eggs are picked up 
from farms as far out as 
Stony Plain but generally the 
supply comes from farmers 
within a 50 mile radius of the 
plant. 

Once they arrive, they're 
put on a conveyor handling a 
maximum of 90, 30 dozen 
cases or 32,400 eggs each 
hour. Suction cups pick them 
up and place them onto 
another conveyor which 
takes them through a 105 
degree Farenheit bath while 
another suction device dries 
the eggs. 

Eggs are then brushed 
with a thin film of mineral oil 
to close the pores on the 
shells. It also preserves 
quality making for longer 
shell life. 

The eggs are then weighed 
before going on to a process 
known as candling. It lights 
the eggs from below allowing 
workers to remove eggs with 


Fj rough shells, blood spots or 
1 those unsuitable for market. 
Remaining eggs continue to 
move by conveyor to the 
grading machine, where they 
are separated into jumbo, 
extra large, large, medium 
and small.
